CARE “FRE CHURCHES 
By THE RT. REV. JAMES A. Pikg, J.S.D., S.T.D. 


I wish you all might have been in 
Detroit for the General Convention 
(leaving aside the housing difficulties 
such a possibility would present! ). Hav- 
ing been to four Conventions previously, § 
I am convinced that this was the greatest, 
not only in terms of the excellent specific 
results, but in terms of the real sense of 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit, unifying 
us as a Church, drawing us closer to the 
whole Anglican Communion, and open- 
ing doors in all directions toward the unity of the whole of 
Christ's Church—which is His will. 

There was full and free discussion of all issues—some of 
which had been labeled “controversial”—and yet, happily, 
when the vote was finally taken each time, there was generally 
near unanimity, or at least an overwhelming vote for the 
action taken. Both because of this type of outcome, coupled 
with the fullness of discussion, there was a very warm feeling 
of unity among the Bishops and the Deputies. 

I refer to “opening doors” toward unity. We entered into 
full communion with three Catholic bodies: the 3,000,000- 
member Philippine Independent Church, the Spanish Re- 
formed Church, and the Lusitanian Church of Portugal, for 
each of which episcopal Orders had previously been provided 
by the Anglican Episcopate. As to the Eastern Orthodox 
Churches, we passed a resolution designed to initiate con- 
versations looking toward greater mutual understanding and 
closer relations. As to the Roman Catholic Church, we adopted 
a resolution favoring the proposal by some of their theologians 
that there be a common translation of the Bible (while this 
may seem a minimal gesture, it reflects the increased openness 
between the Roman Catholic Church and other communities 
since the advent of the present Pontiff, particularly marked 
since the visit of the Archbishop of Canterbury to the Vatican ). 


Significant Steps 


Toward the Protestant Churches there were four significant 
steps: we accepted the invitation of the United Presbyterian 
Church to join them in inviting the Methodist Church and 
the United Church of Christ to join us in exploring a united 
church “truly Catholic, truly reformed, and truly evangelical” — 
an invitation which resulted from Dr. Eugene Carson Blake’s 
now famous sermon from the pulpit of our Cathedral Church 
last December. Likewise, we expressed the anticipation that 
we would be in full communion with the Church of Lanka 
(i.e, Ceylon) should our Anglican Dioceses enter the pro- 
posed unity plan there, anticipating that certain remaining 
anomalies in the plan would be ironed out (in this we fol- 
lowed the action of the Lambeth Conference of 1958 which 
included the Ceylon plan with virtual unanimity ). This latter 
action had significance on the local scene; though in accepting 
the Presbyterian invitation, we were not voting on Dr. Blake’s 
proposal, the latter is in fact virtually identical with the 
Ceylon scheme, and hence the possibilities of a viable unity 
plan are not simply up on “Cloud 9,” but rather we have 
already given general approval to a tangible unity scheme 
(i.e., Ceylon), which could well form a starting point in 
our explorations in this country. Third, in revising Canon 36 
(too complicated a subject to spell out in full here) we 
assimilated the procedures for taking Protestant ministers 
into our ministry to the process for receiving Roman Catholic 
and Orthodox priests, and reafirmed the permission now

Meeting Brings Action 


Over Broad Range

DETROIT — The Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the U.S.A. ended its triennial 
General Convention here at the end of 
September with a record of affirmative 
actions resolving a number of issues that 
had been the subject of widespread dis- 
cussion among churchmen. 

Among the major decisions of the con- 
vention, which opened September 17 and 
closed September 29 in Cobo Hall here, 
were the following: 

1—Overwhelming approval of the in- 
vitation from the Stated Clerk of the 
United Presbyterian Church to join with 
the Presbyterians in inviting the Metho- 
dist Church and the United Church of 
Christ to initiate explorations designed to 
effect merger into a common church “truly 
Catholic, truly reformed, truly evangelical,” 
to quote the Presbyterian invitation. 


No Withdrawal 


2—Defeat of a proposal to withdraw 
from the National Council of Churches 
and authorization of a three-year study by 
the Joint Commission on Eucemenical 
Relations, of its structure, program and 
finances. The House of Deputies affirmed 
that the National Council speaks “to” and 
not “for” the 33 denominations which it 
embraces. 


3—Retention of the name “Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the U.S.A.” in the 
face of several movements to change it, 
with more than a dozen variations pro- 
posed. 

4—The fuming about the “heresy” of 
the Bishop of California dissolved with- 
out airing. No action was even intimated 
in the House of Bishops, and the Rt. Rev. 
Albert Rhett Stuart, Bishop of Georgia, in 
whose Diocese the “tempest in the teapot” 
originated, told that he had received the 
matter as “information only” and added 
that Bishop Pike’s interpretation of Chris- 
tian doctrine “had been subject to mis- 
interpretation by laymen.” A thinly dis- 
guised attack on Bishop's Pike's doctrinal 
positions in the form of a resolution in 
the House of Deputies was tabled by an

In a 3,000-word message read by the 
Rt. Rev. Angus Dun, Bishop of Washing- 
ton, to the joint session of the House of 
Bishops and House of Deputies all Episco- 
palians were enjoined to set aside denomi- 
national prejudices and devote themselves 
with patience and sacarifice to the cause of 
Christian unity. 


Council Lauded 


The pastoral letter commended the work 
of the World Council of Churches and 
the National Council of Churches for their 
leadership in the ecumenical efforts to 
joint Christians in a common cause. Both 
Organizations embrace Protestant and 
Orthodox bodies in their membership. 


The message underscored the need for 
the country’s 3,500,000 Episcopalians to 
recognize the “largeness, wholeness and 
urgency” of the requirement to end a 
divided Christendom, adding this was a 
responsibility that Churchmen could not 
“evade.” 

With the assertion that the Episcopal 
Church must take a completely responsible 
share in the ecumenial movement, the let- 
ter noted that for 75 years it has been 
“publicly and officially” ready to talk with 
other Christian bodies on the unity sub- 
ject. 


‘Limitation’ Cited 

The letter, which will be read from all 
7,000 Episcopal pulpits in the United 
States, expressed the feeling that the 
ecumenical movement suffers a “grievous 
limitation” by the absence of the Roman 
Catholic Church from the World Council 
of Churches.

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Planning, Birth Control Win Official Approval 

Birth control and family planning “as a matter of Christian conscience” received 
last week. 

Both the House of Bishops and the House of Deputies approved resolutions 
supporting the 1958 report of the world-wide Lambeth Conference by the Bishops 
of the Church, in which it was held that family planning “in such ways as are 
mutually acceptable to husband and wife in Christian conscience . . . secure from 
the corruptions of sensuality and selfishness” represents “a right and important 
factor im Christian family life.” 

Both houses pointed out that recent population studies have raised urgent ques- 
tions “of the morality of restricting the population growth through birth control 
measures and planned parenthood.” On the basis of such surveys, both the Bishops 
and deputies approved the policy of offering birth control “assistance to under- 
developed countries” whenever it “is officially sought.” 

Dean Bartlett of Grace Cathedral commented that “this is the first time the 
General Convention has spoken to the Church” in such specific terms on the 
subject, thereby undergirding what a majority of its clergy profess and teach. 

The report affirmed at the Convention declared that “responsible parenthood, 
built on obedience to all the duties of marriage, requires wise stewardship of 
the resources and abilities of the family, a thoughtful consideration of the varying 
population needs and the claims of future generations.” 

Adding that children should be born within “the supporting framework of 
parental love and family concern,” the report said that “it is not to be held 
from this that the procreation of children is the sole purpose of Christian mar- 
riage.” Relationship of love with its sacramental expression in physical union 


The Most Rev. Isabelo de los Reyes, Su- 
preme Bishop of the Philippine Independ- 
ent Church, a recent Sam Francisco visitor, 
spoke im warmest terms of the years of 
assistance his 2,800,000 communicants had 
received from the Episcopal Church. 

At a press interview im Bishop Pike's 
office en route to General Convention, the 
soft-spoken, 61-year Bishop declared that 
his people “need the continued help of the 
Episcopal Church im teaching us how to 
organize the laity, raise the standard of 
worship and the standard of believing.” 

The General Convention some days later 
approved full communion between the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the U.S.A.

Bishops Unanimous 

The Bishops gave unanimous assent to 
the merger talks, and in the House of 
Deputies the measure was passed by the 
lop-sided vote of 139 to 18. 


The freely predicted controversy 
over the suggestion that the four de- 
nominations combine to form one 
Church never materialized, and the 
crowded assembly hall witnessed lit- 
tle more than perfunctory motions 
and votes on the issue.

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RESOLUTIONS ATTACK COMMUNISTIC THREAT 


Two of the most important resolutions adopted by General 
Convention of the Episcopal Church in Detroit last month dealt 
with Communism, and the “hysterical fear” of Communism with 
its offshoots of fear and suspicion. 

The two resolutions follow: 

WHEREAS, The Christian faith teaches us to strive and suffer for unity, free- 
dom, and peace among men; and that God's will is related to all of life; and 

WHEREAS, Marxist Communism is a false, atheistic religion, hostile to man’s 
fullest freedom, destroying the self-determination of peoples, intent on world 
domination, and therefore, threatening the peace of the world; and 

WHEREAS, The pressure of the international Communist menace can lead to 
hysteria, divisiveness, suspicion, and a tragic disunity of people in the hour of 
crisis; and 

WHEREAS, The Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America 
through its leaders and official teachings has always taken a clear stand in opposi- 
tion to all tyrannies that crush the human spirit; therefore be it 

RESOLVED, that the 60th General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America reaffirm its opposition to atheistic Marxist 
Communism; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that, aware of those problems in human life 
on which Communism feeds, this General Convention renews the call of the 
1948 Lambeth Conference which includes this statement: “It is the special duty 
of the Church to oppose the challenge of the Marxist theory of Communism 
by sound teaching and the example of a better way, and that the Church, at all 
times and in all places, should be a fearless witness against political, social, and 
economic injustice.” 

* * * 

BE IT RESOLVED, that this General Convention reaffirms the declaration of 

the House of Bishops of 1947, that 
“the people of our church be on their guard lest an hysterical fear of 
Communism should lead us to fight that danger with weapons destruc- 
tive of the treasures we seek to guard. The surest way to fight Commu- 
nism is to work unceasingly at home and abroad for a society in which 
justice and the dignity of free men are in truth guaranteed to men of 
every race and condition.” 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the people of our church be cautioned 
to examine carefully charges of disloyalty and subversion brought by extremist 
groups, and the oversimplified appraisal of our situation which they promote, lest 
fear and suspicion destroy honest public debate and silence the expression of 
Christian faith in human affairs.

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‘Man's Dilemma and God's Design’ Is Theme 
Of Laity Conference Held at Asilomar 


With its theme “Man’s Dilemma and God's Design,” the first fall con- 
ference of laymen and laywomen in the history of the Diocese of California 
attracted nearly 300 participants to Asilomar at Pacific Grove over the 


week end of September 8-11. 


Bishop Pike, Bishop Millard, Archdeacon Betts and 10 clergy who had 


special responsibilities in the leadership of 
interest groups actively took part in the 
successful gathering, as well as lay mem- 
bers of the diocesan staff. 


The conference came as the culmina- 
tion of plans initiated almost two years 
previously by the officers of the Episcopal 
Churchwomen of the Diocese, of which 
Mrs. Theodore Worley is currently presi- 
dent, and of the diocesan Department of 
Education, headed by the Rev. Canon 
Trevor Hoy. Earlier in the year the Suf- 
fragan Bishop convened a steering com- 
mittee representative of diocesan interests, 
of which the Rev. Richard Shackell, vicar 
of the Church of the Resurrection at 
Pleasant Hill and who is responsible for 
the work of the Education Department's 
Adult Section, became chairman. 

Serving on the planning group were 
Mrs. William Phelps, Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Platt, Mrs. Keene Haldeman, Mrs. 
Theodora Sorg, the Rev. William Frank- 
huizen and Miss Mary Beth Downe. The 
late Rev. John Midworth was an active 
member of the group until his death. 


Purposes Told 

Opening on Friday when Canon Hoy 
outlined the purposes of the conference 
as an “exploration of the Ministry of the 
Laity and the special problem of the rela- 
tionship between the Church and World,” 
the sessions moved rapidly through a 
crowded schedule of highly significant and 
compelling hours. Archdeacon Betts re- 
viewed the Doctrine of the People of God 
and the nature of the Church, pointing out 
some of the common misconceptions of 
the role of the clergy “as lap dogs” who are 
paid to “be good and act only as they are 
supposed to.” The clergy, he emphasized, 
are often required to represent the Church 
“in the market place” even though their 
primary role is to “minister to you rather 
than for you.” The laity, he emphasized, 
must rediscover what it means to “do” the 
truth, as suggested by Bishop Pike in one 
of his books, rather than have the clergy 
do it for them. 


The Saturday morning sessions featured 
a noted layman from the Diocese of Ore- 
gon, Dr. Dean Brooks, superintendent of 
the Oregon State Hospital and a trustee of 
the Church Divinity School of the Pacific, 
whose theme was the “predicament of the 
laity.” Despite a serious virus infection, 


Doctor Brooks participated actively in the 
conference, and in his opening address, he 
challenged the laity to discover their voca- 
tion, deploring their dependence upon ec- 
clesiastical leadership and machinery to 
extend the work of the Church in the 
world. He stressed the serious breakdown 
of health and welfare in twentieth-century 
society, citing supporting statistics on 
alcoholism, mental health problems and 
divorces. His easy humor and pertinent 
citation of personal experience served to 
provide a good foundation for discussions 
in the small groups into which the con- 
ference then broke. 

These small groups, under the 
leadership of 25 persons who had 
been trained by the Adult Section, 
undertook to deal with particular- 
ized areas of dilemma affecting the 
laity, and from them the conference 
leaders harvested a wide range of 
comments and evaluations which are 
now being studied. 

Miss Emma Lou Benignus, distin- 
guished as a member of the National 
Council's Adult Division, who has just re- 
turned from a year of travel throughout 
Europe as a member of the Department 
of the Laity of the World Council of 
Churches, addressed the entire conference 
Saturday evening. 

Laity Majority 

Reviewing points raised by previous 
speakers and in discussions, she reminded 
her listeners that “99.9 per cent of the 
Church are laity” and that it is the laity 
which must carry the image and spirit of 
the Church. She pointed out how the peo- 
ple of East Germany under the Commu- 
nistic tyranny are remaining there to be 
faithful to their witness, contrasting this 
to “our own comfortable membership in 
the American churches.” 

Referring to study materials on the 
meaning of LAOS—"“the people of God, 
and our admission to this community in 
Baptism” — published after the 1954 
World Council Assembly, she declared that 
“baptism is our initiation into the min- 
istry of Christ and the responsible society 
which is the Church in the World.” The 
Church, she said, has three characteristics, 
“rhythm, spontaneity and pro-existence.” 

“Rhythm,” the speaker said, “means

Excerpts such as these, from letters, 
notes, telephone conversations and dis- 
cussions, testify to the success of the 
camps and conference of the Diocese’s 
summer program in the minds and hearts 
of the youth and adults who participated 
in them. 


A total of 2,358 student days were spent 
conferring, worshipping, studying, pray- 
ing, working and, in short, living with and 
by the youth of the Diocese during the 
past summer. A church school of 100 stu- 
dents meeting for two hours each week 
for nine months each year would require 
four years and seven months to encom- 
pass the activity embraced by the summer 
program of 1961, ending early last month. 
More young people applied for participa- 
tion in the camps and conferences than 
could be accommodated, and more adults 
were urgently required for staff work. 


Wide Range 


Included in the 1961 summer program 
were youth from the fourth year in grade 
school up through college, while volunteer 
staff personnel came from every walk of 
life and every corner of the Diocese— 
clergy, school teachers, home makers, busi- 
ness men, nurses, seminarians and college 
students; one volunteer spent two and a 
half months with the program, while 
eleven adults engaged in serving youth 
spent from four to five weeks each. The 
time and effort reflected by this intensity 
of contribution has burgeoned into a new 
adult-youth concern of mutual dimensions 
and each experienced the Gospel in their 
life together. 


Much of the summer activity centered 
at and about El Rancho del Obispo, five 
miles west of Healdsburg, which has been 
unable to accommodate all requests for 
group activities for the early fall, so inten- 
sive was the interest and desire to attend 
such gatherings. However, with the con- 
struction of the cottage court there in 
mid-summer, it was possible to conduct 
two conferences simultaneouly, already

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Church Mourns Death Of 
Father Gerard Mundy 


The Diocese of California lost an out- 
standing clerical leader when the Rev. 
Gerard P. Mundy, rector of St. Stephen's 
Church at Gilroy, died at Santa Clara Gen- 
etal Hospital in San Jose on September 23, 
at the age of 38. 


Father Mundy had been stricken the 
previous evening by a massive cerebral 
hemorrhage, died without regaining 
consciousness. 

In the absence of Bishop Pike, Arch- 
deacon Betts ong in the first portion 
of the Burial ce, the Requiem and 
Litany for the Dying at St. Stephen's. The 
Bishep officiated at a Requiem Eucharist 
in his memory on Saturday, October 7, at 
St. Aidan’s Church, San Francisco, where 
Father Mundy previously had served two 
years as vicar. 


Surviving are his widow and a six-year- 
old son, Daniel. 

A native of Brooklyn, N.Y., Father 
Mundy was graduated from Catholic Uni- 
versity in Washington, D. C., in 1946, and 
took his Master’s degree there four years 
later and advanced to the priesthood of 
the Roman Catholic Church in 1950. 
While studying at the Sorbonne in Paris, 
he was chaplain to Roman Catholic Amer- 
ican students enrolled there. 


Later he worked for a San Francisco 
brokerage house and studied at the Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific. He was con- 
secrated an Episcopal Priest in 1959 by 
Bishop Pike. 

In commenting on Father Mundy’s un- 
timely death, Bishop Pike declared: 

“Bishop Millard and I were deeply 
shocked to learn of the untimely and 
sudden death of Gerard O. Mundy, priest 
and rector of St. Stephen’s Church, Gil- 
roy. Father Mundy has had a distin- 
guished if all too short ministry in two 
great Communions, and will be sorely 
missed by us all. Only recently installed 
as rector of St. Stephen’s Church, he had 
already made a profound impression on 
the people of that parish. Recently vicar 
of St. Aidan’s Church, San Francisco, 
where he had laid the groundwork for 
its projected move to Diamond Heights, 
his many former parishoners join us in 
our expression of loss. His clear mind, 
equipped by an unusually thorough edu- 
cation, his pastoral gifts, his teaching 
ability and his devotion to his Lord make 
his early death particularly grievous at 
a time when he can scarcely be spared.”

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LIVE to LEARN ... 


A vileuue devoted to the 
task of education 


By the Rev. Canon Trevor A. Hoy 


Your Director of Education has had the 
privilege of returning for a month to the 
land of his youth, and to see something 
of the schools and the Church which in- 
fluenced his education. This is not the place 
to describe impressions of this trip in de- 
tail, but it must be noted that it has been 
a fare Opportunity to gain a perspective on 
the meaning of Anglicanism and its mis- 
sion and ministry in our changing world. 

Inevitably, aspects of our educational 
task reported in this columnn will reflect 
these insights from the nation whence so 
much of our religious heritage has come. 
Not that British churchmen have many 
obvious contributions to make our par- 
ticular cultural situation. The contrasts in 
our way of life today seem more dramatic 
than ever and the Church of England seems 
tragically handicapped in her efforts to 
maintain her leadership, morale and even 
fabric under the tradition of establishment 
and an archaic basis of stewardship. It is 
well for us to recognize humbly and grate- 
fully the remarkable development of the 
Episcopal Church in the United States and 
its special accomplishments in so brief a 
span of history as it has known in the 
Diocese of California. 


Visible Differences 


One point where the value of establish- 
ment is most evident has been the heritage 
of Church-related educational institutions 
in Britain. Like so much of its life, how- 
ever, the Church there seems to take its 
privileged position (compared to any we 
enjoy) for granted, both in state and pri- 
vate schools. Considering the large per- 
centage of the population which receives 
an extensive academic grounding in the 
Faith, the religious literacy and commit- 
ment of a vast number of the adult popu- 
lation seems less than such a background 
might promise. At 2 time when our Dio- 
cese is undertaking an expansion of schools, 
we should pause to be sure that we are not 
holding any illusion that we aim to repro- 
duce the British system, or that if we did 
so the results would be desirable. 

Our motivation, our methods, our re- 
sources, and our leadership find few simi- 
larities in England. The pace of life, the 
nature of the family, the place of children 
in society, the influence of mass media, all 
make our task a different one. It is still 
quite common for English children to be 
sent away to boarding school at the age 
of eight years and to receive their educa- 
tion segregated from members of their 
family and of the opposite sex. Americans 
are not generally in favor of such a system. 

During the past two years the Division 
of Schools of our Department has exam- 


ined some of the means by which parish 
day schools can meet certain critical edu- 
cational needs of our children. Already the 
Cathedral School, St. Matthew's, San Mateo 
and the York School have pioneered this 
field, with remarkable results. Canon 
Forbes, Sister Grace Elizabeth (now an 
officer of the National Episcopal School 
Association), and Dr. Brunner have 
proved their outstanding leadership as the 
respective principals of these schools, sup- 
ported by local rectors and boards. 


New Schools 


Now, parish initiative has resulted in 
the opening, this Fall, of our new elemen- 
tary schools and one nursery school. Holy 
Trinity, Menlo Park; St. Andrew’s, Sara- 
toga; St. Luke’s, San Francisco; and the 
Bishop Kip School (in Carmel-Monterey 
area), opened their doors in September— 
with St. Timothy’s, Mountain View, be- 
ginning its nursery school. 

We should congratulate all who are 
undertaking this vital educational effort 
and wish them well. Our Division of 
Schools, under the able co-chairmanship 
of Dr. Alvin Hambly and Dr. Charles 
Hunt, will continue to serve the leaders 
and teachers of our schools, in maintaining 
standards and providing resources. At the 
meeting in Saratoga on June 24th, at- 
tended by forty representatives from our 


John Hobart Wiils 
Fund to Grace Cathedral 


A bequest of approximately $37,000 to 
Grace Cathedral for use in its repair and 
renovation was contained in the will of 
the late John Easton Hobart, former drama 
editor of the San Francisco Chronicle, it 
was revealed when it was filed for probate 
in the Superior Court last week. 

Mr. Hobart died in late September dur- 
ing a visit to San Francisco while vacation- 
ing from his duties as critic-at-large for 
the Rome Daily American of Rome, Italy. 

Mr. Hobart was the son of the late 
Lewis Parsons Hobart, architect of the 
Cathedral. The bequest to the Cathedral 
directed use of the funds especially for 
repairs and renovation of its outer walls 
and towers and represented a major share 
of the $200,000 estate after taxes and other 
gifts. Mr. Hobart, a bachelor, left other 
bequests to family survivors. 

Funeral services for Mr. Hobart were 
held at the Cathedral Chapel of Grace on 
Thursday, September 28 with the Rev. 
Canon David Forbes and the Rev. Canon 
Henry Praed officiating. A choir from the 
Cathedral School for Boys participated in 
the services. The School for years had been 
the recipient of an annual scholarship from 
Mr. Hobart.

Aid on Communications Offered Parishes, Missions 


Clergy and laity at mission, parish, presbytery and convocation level were 
invited this month to avail themselves of professional services of the diocesan 
staff in the development of their public relations and communications programs. 

Archdeacon Betts, as director of community relations, reminded church 
leaders that a primary item in the Diocese’s 1961-62 activity is service to the 
parishes and missions in attaining optimum public awareness and acceptance of 


To that end, he pointed out, the director of communications of the Diocese, 
Howard Freeman, is prepared to schedule meetings, workshops and seminars at 
the various local or broader levels to discuss techniques, oo and procedures 
relating to use of various media of communication, including newspapers, maga- 
zines, radio, television and speakers’ bureaus. 

“Mr. Freeman has now assumed editorship of PACIFIC CHURCHMAN with 
the Rev. Richard Byfield’s acceptance of the call to become rector of All Saints’ 
Church at Palo Alto,” the Archdeacon said. “As Bishop Pike pointed out last 
month, Mr. Freeman's duties in this respect and in connection with his diocesan 
work have now been organized to the point where he is available to counsel 
and actively assist the parishes and other organizations in evolving programs 
that will tend to enhance the value of their work with communications media 
and with their own membership. We are anxious that his broad experience 
background in the news and public relations field be shared with the entire

For Life, Order 


The Church, she emphasized, is for life 
and for world order, inevitable in the 
priestly and sacrificial function. 

A highlight for many was Bishop Pike's 
sermon at the Eucharist on Sunday morn- 
ing. Drawing on the theme of the confer- 
ence, he set the dilemma of man in the 
context of God’s design, symbolized by the 
mighty conflict between St. Michael and 
the forces of darkness. His interpretation 
of eschatology (final things) and the cer- 
tain hope of the Christian in God's vic- 
tory over evil, together with the Eucharist, 
offered a fitting climax to the sessions. 
The conference ended at lunch, follow- 
ing further meetings of interest groups 
to discuss back-home application of the 
conclusions reached at Asilomar.

Attract Hundreds 
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for the late Bishop Block, in whose name 
it is dedicated. With the continuing 
growth of the summer and winter pro- 
grams, the Department of Education em- 
phasizes the great need for another center 
in the central or southern part of the 
Diocese. 

The 1961 program represented a year 
of firsts. A camp for fifth- and sixth-graders 
was held at the Bishop’s Ranch for the 
first time. The Mission Presbytery utilized 
the conference grounds for its first two- 
week session of camp. Twenty-nine youth 
and adults, among the latter Bishop Mil- 
lard, set off for the first Sierra back pack 
trip into the Tuolumne Meadows country; 
registration for this activity has caused the 
Department to project at least two such 
trips for 1962. 


Pioneer Caravan 


The first caravan out of the Diocese was 
conducted during August, with 16 boys, 
16 girls and seven adults traveling by 
motor bus to the Minnesota-Canadian bor- 
der for canoeing, working, worshipping 
and living together during an adventure 
into the wilderness. During a five-week 
period they experienced the meaning of 
Christian community in a unique and basic 
manner, involved in the Church away from 
its familiar setting and conveniences of 
ordinary living. Returning to their homes, 
they unanimously expressed a “new appre- 
ciation of God's world and their own mis- 
sion and ministry.” 


Earlier in the summer, the first election 
of the Diocesan Youth Council to be held 
at the Bishop's Ranch took place during 
the Episcopal Young Churchman’s Leader- 
ship Conference. These officers, along with 
convocational officers and representatives, 
met later and developed plans for Youth 
Vespers, held at Grace Cathedral on Octo- 
ber 8, and for future conferences and 
carnps for the 1962-63 season, details of 
which will be disclosed soon. 


Success of the 1961 program continued 
to be underscored by other comments still 
pouring into the Department of Education, 
among them such as these:

chairman. He pointed out that the Con- 
vention was being asked to vote on a 
formal invitation from the Presbyterians 
to join with them in the invitation and 
not on the suggestions advanced by Doctor 
Blake in his San Francisco sermon.

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given by Canon 36 to affirm at the time 
of their ordination the existing ministry 
of Christ, at the same time repealing an 
older procedure which put Protestant min- 
isters through postulancy and candidacy 
and did not provide for such recognition 
of their ministry. Fourth, we rejected by 
overwhelming vote in the House of Dep- 
uties and unanimous vote in the House of 
Bishops the efforts to dislodge our Church 
from the National Council of Churches 
of Christ. 


Church’s Role 


This latter action was one of three ac- 
tions taken in reference to the Church's 
role in regard to public questions—since 
that is what the “row” was all about re 
our connection with the NCCC. In the 
resolution we reaffirmed the Church’s duty 
to be concerned with society and the right 
of church bodies to express this concern 
publicly (and at the same time asked our 
Joint Ecumenical Commission to study the 
best process by which the NCCC could so 
function, making clear that the latter is 
speaking to the member churches rather 
than for them {which is really true of our 
own Episcopal bodies on the national, pro- 
vincial, diocesan, and parochial levels—we 
are speaking to our people about these 
things rather than for them] ). Then we 
adopted ‘a strong reaffirmation of our op- 
position to Communism, expressing too 
the need for the Church to be concerned 
with those ills of society that breed Com- 
munism and to witness for social justice. 
Third, we adopted a strong resolution 
against those “radical right” elements 
which in their zealousness against Com- 
munism tend to impair freedom of 


thought and expression in this country, 
and cautioned our people against too 
quickly accepting unsupported charges of 
“subversion” against our own Citizens. 

Space will not permit coverage of all 
we did in Detroit; but I think the above 
summary should indicate that it was a most 
fruitful Convention, enabling us to make 
more manifest the will of God for His 
Church and for His world.
